SEVERE LOCAL STORMS, SEPTEMBER 1944

Traffio 
was interrupted by flooding and washouts and, in some localities cellars 
and bwidings were flooded. 

Wind tore part of roof from barn, trees and power lines down blocking 
roads; loss in mps from rain and hail; man stunned by lightning. 

Thousands of bushels of fruit whipped from trees, the loss in Bartlett 
pears bein especlally heavy. 

Fields of tofmooo completely destroyed. Some hailstones reported to 
have been as large as hen eggs. 

9.W to 11 inches of rain recorded. Streets in Mobile flooded to depths 
ranging from 6 to 18 inches, and, in the southern sections of the city 
rainwatcr backed into the lower floors of some homes. Small boa& 
were used in this section between 11 a. m and 3 p. m. Many auto- 
mobiles drowned out by heavy rain a d  high water. The bridge 
causeway was closed part of the afternoon of Sept.. 10 when water to 
the depth of a foot washed over it. In the periods 9:i5 a. m. to 1216 . m., and 2 p. m. to 4:W p. m 4.50 inches of rain fell: There wm about 
810,oOO damage in the eit , and in the wunty, $5,000 damage.
